When providers verify eligibility through the Eligibility
Verification System (ELVS), it will indicate their eligibility
type, including whether the member has coverage
through an MCO or if they are covered through FFS.

Claim Payments Have Begun

All three MCOs have begun paying claims. While many
providers are accustomed to an end-of-month billing
cycle, providers are encouraged to begin submitting
claims early. This will allow providers time to ensure they
are prepared to file claims with the new MCOs, and be
paid without delay.

lowa Health and Wellness Plan Update

The lowa Department of Human Services (DHS) will hold
public hearings on the renewal of the lowa Wellness
Plan Demonstration Waiver, which is set to expire
December 31, 2016. DHS intends to extend this waiver
for an additional three years.

In addition, DHS is seeking to terminate the Marketplace
Choice Demonstration Waiver, which is also set to expire
December 31, 2016, as there are no current Marketplace
Choice enrollees. The State will continue to contract with
managed care organizations to deliver high quality
health care services for the majority of lowa Wellness
beneficiaries.

Prior Authorization Requirements
From April 1-30, 2016, no prior authorizations (PAs) will
be required, except for pharmacy drug claims.

During the first 90 days of the transition, all existing prior
authorizations will be honored. During this 90-day grace
period, providers will be able to establish new
authorizations following the policies of the member's
selected MCO.
